Tangier, Aug. 9.—An official account 


of the fighting at Casablanca has been 
given out by the French Charge 
d'Affaires here, "Authoi ization to land 
men and protect the French Consulate 
was given by the 
Moorish authori- 


ties," says the account, "but when our 
sailors went ashore Sunday morning 
they were fired on. Six men and an 
officer were wounded. The party then 
charged with bayonets and the Moors 
broke and fled, leaving many behind. 
The exact number killed is not known.

just acros»-thte Moroccan border, the 
Moors attacked and raided a town 
after surprising the garrison. Every 
man was killed or captured. 


An attack on Tangier began at day- 


light with heavy firing. So far no at- 
tempt has been made to invade the 
city. Thousands of armed Moors are 
gathering outside the city and a charge 
may be made at any moment. Every 
foreigner in the city who is free to 
leave has boarded some ship. 
Those 


who cannot leave have armed them- 
selves for desperate resistance when 
the expected rush comes. 


The horrible fate of foreigners who 


fell 
into the 
hands of Moors at 


Casablanca, has nerved every one with 
the determination to sell his hie dear- i 
ly and to avoid capture even at the , 
price of suicide. 


Arms and ammunition are being dis- 


tributed by consuls to all Europeans. 
Men are being hurriedly assigned to 
all points of defence, 
Morocco au- 


thorities acknowledge their helpless- 
ness. 


Six thousand French soldiers have 


landed at Casablanca to reinforce the 
marines on guard there. 
They have 


hdd to fight ever since their arrival. 
After a hard struggle the Moors were 
driven out of the 
city. They have 


made repeated assaults since to regain 
possession. 


Only the heavy guns of the fleet 


have driven the natives back. Seven 
French soldiers and sailors are known 
to have been killed and two na^al offi- 
cer^ were wounded. 


A force of six thousand Moorish 


mounted men today attempted to nish 
the town, but were repulsed after 
a hard fight. Frightful atrocities are 
known to have been practiced by the 
natives who raided the Jewish quarter 
at Casablanca.

Sailors from French warships are 


guarding the Britisli consulate at Casa- 
blanca, where the consular agents of 
the United States, Germany, Austria, 
Hungary and Sweden have sought ref- 
uge. The Italian and Portuguese con- 
suls are at the French, consulate. A 
minaret from which a heavy sustained 
fire was directed against the French 
consulate was demolished by the guna 
of the French ships at the request of 
the Moroccan authorities. 


The European shops were pillaged* 


but no Europeans were killed. The 
State bank agency at Casablanca has 
been robbed of about $15,000, but no 
details of the robbery hare been made 
public. 


The French consulate was attacked 


by Moors during the night of Aug. 5. 
One bluejacket of the guard was killed 
and several others wounded.

ern continent. 


Each of the little republics thinks 


that it nas a grievance against its 
neignbor, and in the absence of an 
apoiogj as a condition precedent to an 
international gathering, would have 
the other party make the first ad- 
vances. The state department here, 
supported in principle by the Mexican 
government, is extremely desirous of 
furthering 
this conference, but is 


estopped from itself formally propos- 
ing a meeting by a fear that its mo- 
tives might be misunderstood and it 
might be suspected of selfish designs 
and unwarrantable intervention. 


It is understood that all of the min- 


isters are in constant communication 
with their home governments on this 
subject, and as one of them said, there 
is reasonable ground for hope that 
within a very short ime, through an 
exchange of notes, or perhaps an in- 
formal personal meeting between the 
ministers here, an agreement can be 
reached for the covention of the dele- 
gates in Washington some time next 
winter. 


There have been other conventions 


between these countries looking to the 
preservation of the peace, but all were 
fatally defective in lacking a compul- 
sory feature. So it has been suggest- 
ed that if another treaty is drawn in 
Washington, as the outcome o£ he pro- 
pected 
convention, it shall clothe 


America and Mexico with the positive 
duty of intervening in the interests of 
peace in cases of disagreement that do 
not yield to treatment by the ordinary 
methods of diplomacy.

HORSE TO YAWN 


Mr. Pefer Ritzer, the butcher, con- 


trary to the general run of the men 
of his trade, is a very kind heartfd 
man, 
and he never does anything to

but the first effect of such an adjust 
ment will be to- reduce the price he 
must pay for his land: that is to say 
the tax results in depressing the value 
of land by an amount equal to its 
capitalization. 
The second effect is 


that he will be obliged to pay less for 
the money borrowed with which to 
purchase the land. • It is doubtless true 
that up to a certain point these two 
tendencies will counteract each other 
for the lower the rate of interest th« 
higher will be the valuation of land 
But the balance will most certainly be 
to the advantage of the man who de- 
sires to buy land 
with 
borrowec 


capital; for the rate which fixes the 
price of land is the commercial or in 
dustrial rate, while the rate that must 
be paid for the money borrowed is th 
current rate on loanable capital. Not 
only is that latter lower in itself than 
the market rate on industrial capital 
but it will be yet further depressed by 
the exemption of suih capital 
from 


taxation. It is lack of confidence in 
commercial laws by which values are 
determined and to whict mtracts are 
adjusted that incites to a Constant ef- 
fort on the part of legislators to lay 
hold of loanable capital for the pur- 
pose of taxation. Experience shows 
this to be impossible and analysis 
shows it to be unnecessary. There is 
no reason in the nature of the case, 
due allowance being ...made for 
the 


peculiar industrial qualities of govern- 
ment bonds, why the farmer should 
pay more for money than the govern 
ment. The farmer's true interest lie.: 
in removing every element of un- 
certainty ,that surrounds a loan, and 
one of these is the .threat of the law 
that mortgages should be taxed."— 
Henry C. Adams, Professor of Political 
Economy in the University of Michi- 
gan and Statistician for 
Commerce Commission.

PERSONAL PROPERTY 


Complaint Because It Does Not Pay 


Its Share of Taxes. 


There has been much complaint of 


late because persona! property, es- 
pecially intangible property, does not 
pay Jts fair share of public taxes. It 
is said the homes of working men pay 
more in proportion to value than any 
other kind of property. , The criticism 
is not confined to any section of the 
country. The conditions that existed 
scon after the century commenced 
were in-some respects unprecedented, 
[t is doubtful if there was ever a 
time in the 
history of this nation 


when the rate of interest on the best 
securities was so low as at that time. 
This commonwealth could 
borrow' 


money at the rate of about two per 
cent and the price of unquestioned se- 
curities was so high that they yielded 
the investor but little more than three 
per cent on his investment. In such 
cases the payment of a tax of $20 on 
$1,000, which is but ,little above the 
average rate of late in this city, would 
reduce the net income on such invest- 
ments to a very small figure. It is 
not strange that those conservative 
apitalists who never take risks by in- 
vesting in securities that are not gilt 
:dged forgot to inform the assessors 
of the amount of their holdings and 
the practice of concealing Intangible 
property became very popular and is 
ikely to continue so. The rates of in- 
erest have advanced within the last 
hree years and the last legislature 
deemed it wise to exempt from tax- 
ation the bonr's of the state issued 
after Jan. 1, 1900. thus following th« 
>recedent established by the United 
States soon after the commencement 
f the civil war of exempting govern- 
ment bonds from state, county and 
municipal taxation.

Bridge Nearly Ready. 


The concrete is now all on the new 


bridge of the B. & O. over the Licit- 
ing near the B. & O. passenger sta- 
tion, and it could be pulled in place 
and the old one removed almost any 
time now that th£ officials desired.' 
But it is likely, as was learned from 
official sources that the bridge will 
not be put in place for some time yet, 
but the one at Fredericktown, which 
is of similar type and construction, 
will be handled in the near future, 
and after that work is completed the 
Newark bridge will be placed in com- 
mission.

stream is changed to fit the bridge, 
but as the work here was large and 
the creek is astially well behaved, it 
is to be allowed to have its way. 


There is a middle pier only in the 


bridge, and with 12 iron girders cov- 
ered with concrete it will be quite an 
engineering feat to put it in place, 
but Mr. Moore of the Yotmgstowi 
Construction Co., wno has charge of 
the work, thinks that it will be put in 
place in about 11 to 1-5 minutes. The 
work will be watched with great in- 
terest by all 
engineers
